Senate Confirmation Debate 


Over FCC Is Significant 


By Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON — Conformation deb ate ov er 
one of Eisenhower'« ; most important recent ap­ 
pointees comes u p in the senate today. He is 
Rob ert E. Lee, the new federal commu nications 
commissioner, in which post he allocates the 
greatest natu ral wealth the U. S. gov ernment 
can still parcel ou t to priv ate citizens—radio and 
TV channels. 
In the Hoov er administration, the most im ­ 
portant b u reau from the v iewpoint of natu ral 
wcales \x as the federal power commission, which 
allocated dam sites to electric power companies. 
Now most of these hav e b een dev eloped.. 
Prior to that, thé commission that had the 
greatest largess to ladle ou t was the lands b u reau 
which gav e away the v ast u ndev eloped xv est. 
Bu t today, with popu lation expanded and 
natu ral resou rces dev eloped, the greatest federal 
gifts come from TV licenses, which can make 
fortu nes for those lu cky enou gh to get them. 
Ev en more important, they help sway pu b lic 
opinion in the U. S. 
Not only do TV and radio hav e a tremendou s 
impact on the pu b lic, b u t many TV and radio 
.stations are owned b y newspapers; so the danger 
of monopolization of the news, of canned think­ 
ing, according to Senator Mike Monroney of 
Oklahoma, is not to b e taken lightly. 
Subtle Slanting 
Bu t what ev en Senator Monroney, an ex- 
newspaperman, may not realize is the extent to 
which some newspapers may b e tempted to slant 
their pages b ecau se of pending TV licenses. 
‘T su ppose we’ll hav e a tou gh time getting a TV 
license,” 
ob serv ed 
one 
Wisconsin 
pu b lisher. 
W’e’v e b een pretty critical of McCarthy.” 
“The b oss,” remarked a midwestern editor, 
“doesn’t want u s to print too mu ch ab ou t Mc­ 
Carthy. We hav e a TV application pending b efore 
the FCC.’* 
Both newsmen had ev ery reason to b e cau tiou s. 
They knew that McCarthy has two men on the 
FCC—John C. Doerfer of Wisconsin and Rob ert 
E. Lee. They also knew that on the same day 
Lee took his seat, the FCC for the first^ time re­ 
v ersed a ru ling it had refu sed to rev erse on three 
separate ©ccasions regarding 
a TV channel in 
Milwau kee. When Lee took his seat, the FCC 
proceeded to reopen Milwau kee to McCarthy’s 
friends. 
The Denv er Post, stanch Eisenhower b acker, 
has pou nded editorially on the worry that mon­ 
opolization of pu b lic opinion is inv olv ed. Palmer 
Hoyt, Denv er Post pu b lisher and one of the 
most respected newsmen in America, has in­ 
directly warned his senator from Colorado, b ig 
Ed Johnson, what the nation faces if one senator 
b egins to influ ence pu b lic opinion throu gh the 
FCC. 
Already the nation has seen how the senator 
from Wisconsin was ab le to secu re $300,000 of 
free radio and TV time to answer President 
Tru man. At first lower echelon network officials 
planned to refu se McCarthy Radio-TV time since 
Tru man referred not the senator b u t to “Mc- 
Carthyism.” Howev er, higher-u p network mogu ls 
—the men who hav e to deal with McCarthy's two 
men on the FCC—ru led otherwise. 
Facto Fortim Moderator 
Hoyt’s newspaper has pointed ou t that Mc­ 
Carthy’s friend, Lee, whose confirmation is 
v oted on today, has not qu alifications to regu late 
TV or radio other than serv ing as moderator for 
three months on Facts Foru m, the TV program 
financed b y Texas oil millionaire H. L. Hu nt, 
another McCarthy friend and b acker. 
Lee was also emb roiled in the most scu rrilou s 
and dirtiest political campaign in recent history, 
the McCarthy operation in Maryland to defeat 
Senator Tydings. An official senate inv estigation 
of that campaign indicates v iolation of the cor­ 
ru pt practices act. 
Nev ertheless, Lee will b e confirmed. 
He will b e confirmed partly b ecau se some sen­ 
ators are afraid of McCarthy, partly b ecau se the 
b ig networks hav e b een pu lling wires for him 
b ackstage. Senator Lester Hu nt of Wyoming, a 
memb er of the inter-state commerce committee 
which has OK’d Lee, confided to friends that 
he feared McCarthy wou ld come into Wyoming 
to campaign against him. 
Senator Magnu son of Washington, also on the 
committee, has a close political b acker in Seattle 
who is interested in a TV station. 
Meanwhile, Earl Gammons, v ice president of 
Colu mb ia 
Broadcasting, 
b u ttonholed 
Senator 
Smathers of Florida, also on the committee which 
OK’d Lee. Gammons’ CBS network featu res Ed 
Mu rrow Nv ho has done an ou tstanding job of 
comb ating McCarthyism, and generally has fol­ 
lowed a lib eral news policy. Howev er, the net­ 
works hav e a.sked the FCC for permisió n to own 
more TV stations than the present limit. Coni- 
mis.sioiier Lee is reported to fa cor their petition. 
Senator Smathers rev ersed ju dgement on Lee’s 
confirmation. Bu t no one on his entire committee, 
with the exception of Oklahoma’s Monroney, 
had the cou rage to v ote against Lee, 
“President Eisenhower made a pledge to the 
American people that he wou ld appoint qu alified 
men to pu b lic office,” Monroney told fellow 
senators. “A you ng man who has serv ed three 
months as moderator for H. L. Hu nt and who 
handled mone yfor McCarthy in Maryland isn’t* 
exactly qu alified to regu late the radio and TV 
airways of the nation.”

GOP Believes Ike’s Programs 


Will Survive Tough Sledding 


By Peter Edeon 


WASHINGTON — Repu b lican congressional 
leaders concede that President Eisenhower’s farm 
and lab or programs will hav e the tou ghest sled­ 
ding on Capitol Hill. It was therefore fitting and 
proper that the President opened his series of 
special messages to Congress with appeals for 
action in thee two fields. 
The official gu ess is that after the u su al amou nt 
of criticism, squ awking and yakety-yak, Congres.s 
will giv e the President ab ou t 85 per cent of what 
he asked for this year. 
The Repu b licans b eliev e that an accomplish­ 
ment of this magnitu de will b e enou gh to con­ 
v ince the v oters next Nov emb er that an Eisen­ 
hower program has b een passed. 


The farm program is b ased primarily on a 
gradu al shift to the flexib le price-su pport system, 
which is a b itter pill for the fixed, 8 0-per-cent- 
of-parity-gu arantee b oys to swallow. Bu t admin­ 
istration leaders say they hav e thorou ghly inv esti­ 
gated this and ev ery other alternativ e—a two- 
price system, export su b sidies, and pu tting off 
a decision for another year. The conclu sion is 
that none of them is any good. 


The flexib le price-su pport system is the only 
thing that makes sense to the admini.stration 
leaders. They are therefore prepared to pu sh it 
throu gh. 


After allowing a reasonab le time for congress­ 
ional cirtics to b low off steam and make speeches 
in opposition for home consu mption, GOP leaders 
are preparing to pu sh for action. 


The recalcitrants will not b e b rou ght into line 
pu b licly. The Pre.sident has said many times that 
he doesn’t like to ju mp on people. 
Patronage As A Control Weapon 


Bu t the Repu b lican leaders b eliev e 
they now 
hav e the power to get their forces in line to su p­ 
port the President’s program, b y priv ate b u t 
drastic control, throu gh the u se of su ch dev ices as 
the withholding of patronage. 
The same political pressu res will b e u sed* in 
getting action on the Taft-Hartley lab or law 
amendments. No Repu b lican leader seems to 
hav e any delu sions ab ou t the President’s program 
satisfying the u nion lab or leaders. That’s ad­ 
mittedly impossib le. 
Bu t they do b eliev e they can satisfy the rank 
and file of u nion lab or v oters. And they are still 
apparently working on the theory that there is 
no .su ch thing as a controlled lab or v ote. The 
practical test of the 1954 election prospects is 
b eing applied to this lab or issu e. The President’s 
proposals for amendments to the Taft-Hartley 
act are intended primarily to lib eralize it enou gh 
to help Repu b lican candidates from indu strial 
districts where there is a large u nion lab or mem­ 
b ership among the v oters. 
Both the farm and the lab or proposals are said 
to represent President Eisenhower’s "middle-of- 
the-road” philosophy. 
And, as Secretary of Lab or James P. Mitchell 
said in commenting on the President’s Taft-Hart­ 
ley act amendments, "I’m not wise enogu h nor 
hav e I seen enou gh to tell you who will ob ject 
to what.” 
The origin of all these farm and lab or message 
ideas cou ld not b e more different. 
Every one Get* In The Act 
Secretary of Agricu ltu re Ezra Taft Benson 
points ou t that ov er 500 people got into the farm- 
program act du ring the past year. 
Inclu ded were congressmen, farm ograniza- 
tions, produ cer and trade grou ps, the agricu ltu ral 
colleges. Department of Agricu ltu re experts and— 
most important of all—the President’s own Nat­ 
ional Agricu ltu ral Adv isory Commission. This 
last-mentioned grou p prob ab ly had the mo.st 
influ ence of all. It delib erated in secret session. 
Secretary Benson concedes that since it was a 
gov ernment b ody, the record of its recommenda­ 
tions shou ld prob ab ly b e made pu b lic later on. 
Not to do so cou ld b e interpreted as gov ernment 
b y secret cliqu e and selfish interest. 
By contrast, the lab or message recommenda­ 
tions were drawn u p b y persons u nkown. 
Early last year the President named a lab or- 
management adv isory committee to write a 
program. It b lew u p. 
Former Secretary of Lab or Martin P. Du nkin 
then tried to draw u p a series of amendments 
with the help of u nion leader.?. When his program 
was tu rned aside, if not tu rned down, Du rkin 
resigned.

His su ccessor, James P. Mitchell, presided ov er 
the preparation of u ha t has now emerged as 
President Eisenhower’s message on Taft-Hartley 
amendments, with the help of nob ody know.s 
who- 
Secretary Mitchell says only that it came a.s 
a resu lt of a long series of conferences. He men­ 
tions Department of Commerce specifically, b u t 
nob ody else.

Carthy. Now he is determined to get Mrs. Smith. 
One significant resu lt of McCarthy’s v enge­ 
ance is that few .senators now hav e the cou rage 
to raise their v oices against him. No matter whai 
McCarthy does, no memb er of the .senate wants 
to inv ite opposition when he comes u p for re- 
election.

For in.stance, 85.8 out of 
1000 died in 1920 as compared to 
47 deaths out of 1000 in 1940, 
Of 1000 newborn infants, imder 
moi’lality conditions at the begin­ 
ning of the century, 772 would 
live to reach 20 years of age.

WASHINGTON GP—Several key 
Republican con;4ress.nrien were re­ 
ported today to have advised Pres’- 
dent Eisenhower to ex pect little or 
no action by Congress this year to 
lower tariff barriers against for­ 
eign goods. 
This was the reported stand of 
Republicans who have fought tra­ 
ditionally for tariffs high enough 
to protect American industry from 
competition at home from cheaper 
foreign goods. 
Tariffs 
are tax es imposed on 
foreign products as they enter the 
United States, 
in effect raising 
their prices here. 
Eisenhower 
received over 
thei 
weekend a 102-page report from h is, 
17-man Foreign Economic Policy! 
Commission, headed by Clarence 
B, Randaii of Chicago, Inland Steel 
Co. board chairman. 
The report, sprinkled liberally 
with dissents from various mem­ 
bers, 
especially 
Republican con­ 
gressional 
members, 
urged that 
the President be given power to 
lower tariffs by 5 per cent a year 
over the nex t three years. 
In addition, the report said, the 
President should be empowered to 
reduce any tariff to .50 per cent of 
the value of the goods imported. 
But Chairman Daniel A. Reed 
(R-NY) 
of 
the 
tariff - handling 
House Ways and Means Commit­ 
tee, in a blistering dissent, said 
such a program “ admittedly will 
create unemployment and adverse­ 
ly affect business in this country.” 
He said the only remedies offered 
by the commission were sympathy 
or government subsidies but they 
“ are no substitute for jobs.” 
The commission recommended a 
three-year ex tension of the 
Re­ 
ciprocal Trade Act, which allows 
the President to lower tariffs in 
return for trade concessions from 
other 
countries. 
But 
under 
the 
present law tariffs cannot be low­ 
ered below' 50 per cent of the rate 
in 19 45. The commission proposal 
was to lift this restriction. 
Sen. George (D-Ga), senior Dem­ 
ocrat on the Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee, said in an interview yester­ 
day that while 
the 
commission 
report ist oo comprehensive to be 
acted upon in its entirety, he hopes 
Congress wiU accept the recom­ 
mendation for a three-year ex ten­ 
sion of the Reciprocal Trade Act. 
Shorter ex tensions, he said, “keep 
everything unsettled,” 
Rep. Richard M. Simpson (R- 
P a), a high-ranking m em ber of the 
Ways and Means Committee and 
advocate of higher tariffs on some 
items, joined Reed in a dissent, 
saying that industry protests as to 
the effects 
of 
“so-called 
‘trade 
liberalization’ upon the economy 
and the defense base of this coun­ 
try have largely been ignored” by 
the commission.
